“THE DANCES OF THE DAFFODILS. 

" Two English poets, and perhaps two poets only, are generally assoeiated with the daffodil— Shakespeare 
and Herriek. Books of ' familiar quotations' find room only for the beautiful lines in which the one poet writes 
that they ‘ come before the swallow dares,’ and those in which the other laments that they ‘ haste away so soon. 
(Do they, after all, ‘haste away so soon'?) But why is Wordsworth excluded from the company of Shake- 
soeare and Herrick? Neither poet writes as if he had seen daffodils as Wordsworth saw them ; you feel that 
both might have seen patches of daffodils, and have thought them beautiful, but that they did not feel about 
them as Wordsworth felt. Wordsworth saw great fields of daffodils : he was wandering, ‘ lonely as a cloud,' 



when all at once, 



“ ‘ 1 saw a crowd, 

A host of golden daffodils ; 

Beside the lake, beneath the trees. 
Fluttering and dancing in the breeze. 
Continuous as the stars that shine 
And twinkle on the milky way, 

Thej' stretched in never-ending line 
Along the margin of a bay : 

Ten thousand saw I at a glance 
Tossing their heads in sprightly dance.’ 



** It is not everyone who can count on being so fortunate as Wordsworth, and on being able at some time 
in the spring to wander over mountain valleys and suddenly to see ‘ a crowd, a host of golden daffodils. Yet 
any Londoner can sec something very like that sight for himself, if he chooses to do so. He has merely to 
travel down to one of the great bulb nurseries near London, and to walk through the wide grounds, with their 
spacious beds and broad stretches of nodding daffodil and narcissus, to feel something of what Wordsworth felt. 
For you must be actually among daffodils, with d.affodils all round you, to know what a spell the presence of 
the hundreds of thousands of dancing flowers can cast. A distant view is nothing — merely a stretch of yellow, 
beautiful in itself no doubt, but you must be, so to speak, knee-deep among the flowers, to catch something of 



the pure gaiety of their spirit. 



“ ' The waves beside them danced ; but they

A poet could not but be gay

It is only a matter of an hour or so to get into the middle of such a strelcli of daffodils as one wishes Wordsworth 
could have seen. About a mile from Surbiton Station— hardly half-an-hour from Waterloo— lie the Ditton Hill 
Nurseries of Messrs. Barr & Sons— acres of daffodils of every size and kind and description, from huge 
ti'umpet daffodils like Venetian vases, down to the tiny little cyclamifieus, which looks at you rather like a 
frightened rabbit, or the Triandriis albus, of which the fanciful English name is Angel s Fears. Indeed, the 
number and the variety of the descendants of the Lent lily and the Poeticus (Pheasant s Eye narcissus) for all 
the splendid varieties which Messrs. Barr have put on the market go back at the last to these first parents, the 
Adam and Eve of daffodils— are almost bewildering ; it needs the eye of the expert to tell the infinitesimal 
differences between, the faces and the family expressions of the hundreds of cousins. Some, of course, have a 
distinction which makes a mistake in recognition even to a stranger impossible. 1 here is the Lord Roberts, for 
instance, a flower with a perianth of broadswords and a majestic yellow trumpet ; the Weardale Perfection, 
rather longer and of lighter colour ; and the Glory of Leiden, whose trumpet is veined and streaked with dark 
lemon upon light. All three are distinct, though their shape is of the same character, a glorified Lent lily. 
Nearer in resemblance to the Poeticus is the wonderful Lveifer, with a large while perianth and a short frilled 
crown of the deepest glowing orange ; the Bai'rii Conspicmis, lemon perianth and almost vermilion-tipped 
centre cup ; and the White Queen, whose perianth is white and her cup of the palest chrome a flowei foi a 
bride. There is the great spiky starlike perianth of the Stella superba, radiating from a bright yellow centte; 
the Duchess of Westminster, a lemon cup set in a large silver saucer ; and there are many more, of which, 
how'ever, there is not one more beautiful than the Madame de Graaff, pure white throughout, and with the 
stateliest of trumpets— a triumph of hybridisation. 

“Desiring deeply to fill youi garden next year with clumps of every daffodil you have seen, you refer to 
Messrs. Barr’s price list, and discover that each bulb of the Lord Roberts costs twelve guineas, and each bulb 
of the White Queen twenty pounds. You do not wonder when you get the explanation. ' How long does it 
take before the seedling flowers? How long between seed and flower ? — you ask your gu-idc. Seven eight 
years, if you are lucky,' is the answer. 'And how many seedlings satisfy you with their flowers what pro- 
portion do you, so to speak, accept and keep?' ' I should be satisfied with one really fine, distinct daffodil 
out of five hundred seedlings.' 'And how long docs it take before you can put anything like a large supply of 
a new variety upon the market?' ‘ From seed to market takes about fifteen years. After those short sentences 
you only wonder that it is possible to fill your garden with so much glory at the price asked for the bulbs already 
firmly established on the market. 

“ But it is not the single daffodils which are the great beauty of the Ditton Hill gardens ; it is the long pale 
fields, the ' freshening lustre mellow ' of the acres of merry flowers. T hat is the picture which remains.

When the soil is of a dry and .sandy nature, it should be deeply dug 
TVfnr",. “"'i a potato or other crop should first be grown on the ground. 

Jiefore the bulbs are planted a sprinkling of lime should be given on the surface and then dug in. If it is 

not convenient to first take off a crop of potatoes, then, in digging, give a dressing of lime to the top spit, 
ana work in rotten stable manure one foot below the surface^ so as to be out of the reach of the bulbs • the 
manure is used not as a stimui^t but as a sponge to hold moisture in the soil. The ammoniacal properties 
of manure are injur ious to the Daffodil, hence great care is necessary in the use of it. On good retentive 
loamy soils stable manure is not required, but a dressing of lime may prove beneficial. 

11 Soil should be allowed to stand vacant two to three weeks before planting, to 

niuT. f down, otherwise the freshly planted bulbs are sometimes drawn under considerably 

uelow tlieir jiroper depth, and the bloom in consequenee is weakened and retarded. 

This OionPI f NIanure to use is Crushed Bones or Basic Slag (for price see paqe 39). 

This should be applied at planting time, and may be mixed with the soil or placed next the bulbV the 
Crushed Bones may be applied at the rate of 4 cwt. to the acre, or i j oz. to the square yard, and Basic 
Slag may be applied in st^e manner at the rate of I ton to the acre, or yt oz. to the square yard. We 
recommend for light soils Crushed Bones (provided they are genuine) in preference to Basic Slag. On very 
poor and dry sandy soils we recommend in addition Sulphate of Potash (for price see pare 30), to be 
spiinkled annually in the autumn over the surface of the ground, after planting, at the rate of 2 cwt. to the 
hn’l^’/i’'/i square yard. The potash not only increases the depth of colour in the flowers, 

n r? ’ *1° moisture in the soil, a condition so essential to the perfect development of the 

Dallodil. \\ e also recommend the use of Phytobroma in autumn and spring particulars, page 39). 

i,„ *n Spring, as soon as the Daffodils begin to show above ground, the surface soil should 

be w’ell broken with a hoe, to sweeten it after the heavy winter rains. 

•-■FTING — The best time to plant, to obtain the finest flowers, is during 
September, aUhottgh bulbs may be planted as late as Christmas with very satisfactory results. (We planted 

some Daffodils this year the second week in February, and had some very good blooms the third week in 
May.) Ihe bulbs may be left undisturbed for years in ordinary good loamy soils, but on poor and light 
soils they are better lifted every two years, as soon as the foliage has died down, and replanted as early as 
IS convenient. Never plant when the ground is wet and sticky ; wait until it is dry or friable. Do not put 
Sliver sand around the bulbs of Narcissi except in the case of N. corbularia. 

V* depth to plant is from 2 to 3 inches, that is to say, a covering 

ol 2 to J inches of soil, but not more. As the bulbs vary considerably in size, according to tbe 
relative v-ineties, the best rule to go by is the bulb itself, which should be covered with soil ouce aud a half 
Its own depth, measuring the bulb from the collar of its neck to its actual base. On light sandy soils the 
bulbs may be planted a trifle deeper than on heavy stiff soils, and in the North of Kngland and in cold 
localities ihey should be put in a little deeper than in the warmer southern districts. 

grouping FOR EFFEOT.-All Daffodils prefer partial shade, although 

most of them will groiv equally well in the open. The varieties which are best grown in partial shade 
"’“‘cated m the following pages by an '. In the flower border, to obtain the best effect. Daffodils 
shou d be planted in large groups of irregular outline, each group or clump to contain one variety only • 
avoid straight lines circles, and symmetrical designs. Masses of Daffodils should always appear in the 
Hardy l-lower border, where irregular and effective sweeps can be planted between Ihe clumps of 
herbaceous plants which in their turn grow up and hide as well as shelter the Daffodil foliage while it is 
going to rest. In grouping Daffodils the season of flowering should be borne in mind, as the varieties 
bloom in succession from the end of February to the end of .May, during which period, by a judicious 
arrangement, a constant succession of flower is obtainable. On page 17 wc denote the rotation of blooming 

IN grass, EtC.-All Daflbdils may be planted in grats 
with perfect success. To produce the best eflect, the three groups should be kept separate ; ihus the Star 
Narcissi should not be mixed with the Great Trumpets, nor Poet’s Narcissi with the .Star Narcissi In 
arranging, make the breaks large and bold, scatteiing the bulbs over the ground broadcast with the hand 
and planting them where they fall. Avoid symmetrical lines or formal circles as far as possible, as these 
are never found in nature. In planting under trees, avoid places where the drip from the branches is 
greatest, also where the mam roots of the trees come close to the surface. 

specially Suitable for Naturalisingi in Grass, Woodlands, 
etc.— Ihese are all free seeders, and will therefore spread naturally; they are mostly wild plants— 
Abscissus, Achille.s, Countess of Annesicv. Golden Spur, Henry Irving, Obvallari.s, Smtriiis, English 
Lei^Lily, Princeps, Scoticus, V ariilormis. Albicans, Pallidus Praccox , Moschalus of HaworTi iTv'^ pr^ hi 
grass), ami all vaiietics of Poeticus. The Varieties t nderlinkd we do not recommend for the 
cultivated border, as they deteriorate the second year, while in glass or meadowland they flourish. 

Varieties Suitable for Planting by the Water Side,— Daffodils produce a 
chaiming effect when growing at the water’s edge. The following varieties we can strongly recommend 
lor this purpose -Dh'a/rrr and Odoms rugulosus, with their rush-like foliage and graceful golden flowers ; 
Vuchess of I Westminster, John Bain, and the old late Bheasant's Eye A’arcissus (Poetic us), with their 
gracelul starry flowers; Emperor, P. R. Barr, and Empress, three noble trumpeters \Sir Watkin, Barrii 
conspiruus, Stella superba. Beauty. Frank Miles, etc. In choice sjiots near the water’s edge the charming 
little tyclainincus also should be planted. 
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CULTURE OF THE DAFFODIL OUTDOORS — continu.d. 

Method of Planting; Daffodils in Grass.— We recommend for this work our Special 
Bulb Planter {see ilhtstration, page 38). By the use of this implement the trouble of planting bulbs in 
grass is reduced to a minimum. It takes out a clean, circular little sod of turf 2 inches in diameter, and of 
sufficient depth. On making the second hole this piece of turf is released from the planter and lies ready 
on the ground to cover the bulb with. The soil is not in any way tightly pressed and made hard, which 
is the case when an ordinary dibber is used, and the appearance of the grass is not spoilt ; in fact, after 
planting io,cx)0 bulbs with this tool on a greensward, one could not detect that the grass had been touched. 
If the ground is very poor and thin, a compost of fresh soil with an abundance of Crushed Bones (7 lbs. 
to a bushel) should be made and dropped into each hole before placing in the bulb, a little more should 
be given as a covering, and then the sod of turf be replaced and pressed down. The bulbs will then be 
given a fair start in their new quarters. {For price of Barrs Special Bulb Flauter^ see page 38.) 

The Best Time for Plantingf In Grass is after the autumn rainSy while the ground 
is in a fairly moist condition. 

CULTURE OF DAFFODILS IN POTS OR BOXES. 

Time of Potting. — Pot as early in autumn as possible. 

The best compost to pot Daffodils in is a mixture of two-thirds good fibrous loam (which 
should be pulled to pieces by the hand and not passed through a sievCy so as to retain in the soil as 
much old root fibre as possible), and one-third old decayed leaf soil, with a sprinkling of sharp silver 
sand, adding lbs. of bone meal or Phytobroma {see page 39) to every bushel of soil, which mix 

well together before using. Never pot in soil that is wet or sticky. 

The pots should be carefully washed or wiped clean before using. Never pot in dirty or w:t pots. 

Good drainage should be secured by placing three or more pieces of broken crocks over 

the hole, placing the crocks with bevelled sides uppermost, then cover crocks with a little rough 

fibre from the loam. When boxes are used, the slit at bottom of box should be covered with crocks, 
a good layer of rough fibrous loam placed at bottom of box, or a layer of leaf soil to ensure perfect 
drainage. 

In pottingi the larger bulbs should be half covered with soil and the pots only filled to within 
half an inch of the rim to allow of watering when in growth. The small bulbs of the miniature species 
should be covered w»ith half an inch of soil. 

After potting, stand the pots or boxes outside in the open, under a north wall by preference, on a 
firm bottom such as a bed of ashes or gravel path to prevent the entrance of worms. The pots should 
be plunged bodily in Cocoa Fibre, ashes, or old decayed leaf soil, filling in the covering material in 
between the pots, which should be completely buried to a depth of 4 inches. This will secure a natural 
and moist condition to the bulbs and encourage root action. So long as the pots are plunged in the open 
they will require no watering. 

The pots or boxes should remain plunged for a period of not less than twelve 
weeks, after which portions may be removed indoors in succession, selecting first those which bloom 
naturally early. Place first in a cold frame, cool greenhouse, or cold sitting-room free from draughts, close 
to the glass. Very weak liquid manure-water may then be given once a week until they come into bloom. 
Those that are wanted in bloom early may, after the flower buds are advanced, be placed in a warmer 
temperature, such as a slow forcing-house, but this should never exceed 65“ if really fine blooms are 
desired. The plants should always be kept as near to the glass as possible and not allowed to got drawn, 
from an insufficient supply of light or air. On no account should bottom heat be given in forcing Daffodils. 

Of the stronger growing sorts use three to six bulbs, according to size of bulb, for a pot measuring 
4J to 6 inches in diameter ; of the small miniature kinds, such as N. Minimus, Nanus, Minor, Cyclamineus, 
Triandrus, Juncifolius, and Corbularias, use twelve to eighteen bulbs for a 45 to 6-inch pot. These 
small-flowered dwarf-growing species are most charming in pots or little shallow pans. The following 
may easily be had in bloom in January : — N. Minimus, Minor, Nanus, and Cyclamineus, and these may 
be mingled with Chionodoxas, as both bloom at the same period and produce a charming contrast. The 
White Hoop Petticoat Narcissus should be potted in almost pure sand kept well moist, and if placed 
at once in a cold frame after potting may be had in bloom by Christmas. {See Rock Garden Collections 
of Miniature DaffodilSy page 8.) 

If Daffodils are wanted in quantity for cutting early in the season, plant thickly in boxes, giving 
same culture as recommended above for growing in pots. Of the best varieties to grow for early forcing 
in boxes, the following command a first place : First early sorts — Queen of Spain, Henry Irving. 
Golden Spur, old Double Yellow Daffodil j Second early sorts — Emperor, Empress, Horsfieldii, P. K. Barr, 
Barrii conspicuus, Incomparabilis Beauty, and Stella superba. All the miniature Daffodils make chaiming 
pot plants, especially the following : N. MinimuSy N. Cyclamineus^ N. Triandrus albiis {AngePs Tears)^ 
and N. Juncifolius. 

1^" All Daflbdils may be grown in pots, but in the following pages we have indicated thus f those 
kinds which are best for this purpose. 

CULTURE OF DAFFODILS IN VASES AND BOWLS. 

A charming effect can be obtained by growing Daffodils in fancy vases or bowls, with or without 
drainage, by simply using our specially prepared Fertilised Cocoa Pibre and Charcoal Mixture ( 3 -^* 6c/. 
per bushel, if. per peck) ; the mixture is light, clean, and nice to handle, and remains sweet (an important 
matter where the vases used have no drainage holes) ; indeed, it is in every way superior to potting sou 
for growing Daffodils and other bulbs in fancy bowls and vases. 
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Culture. — Fill the vase or bowl with the Cocoa Fibre 
Mixture and plant the bulbs in the same manner as with 
ordinary potting soil ; the larger bulbs should be about half 
covered, the small miniature growing varieties only just 
covered. When potting, fill the vase with the mixture up to 
a little below the rim, so as to allow sufficient space for watering. 
Pot firmly. After potting, give sufficient water to make the 
whole moderately damp. The vases may be then either 
placed in a cold frame and plunged in cocoa fibre, where they 
may remain twelve weeks, or they may be placed in a dark 
cupboard or cool airy cellar until they have made 4 to 6 inches 
of top growth, when place in the window of a cool airy sitting- 
room or in a cool greenhouse close to the glass, where they 
may be flowered in the same way as pot Hyacinths, except 
that they should always be kept as near to the glass as 
possible, and given .sufficient light and air to prevent the 
fol age from becoming drawn. When the flower buds are 
advanced, they may be removed to a warmer temperature, 
such as a slow forcing-house or warmer sitting-room, still 
being given as much light as possible. No bottom heat must 
ever be given, neither should they be placed in too warm a 
temperature until the flower buds are well develo ped. Once 
they have started to make good growth, the mixture should 
be kept moist, but water must be given sp.aringly until the 
bulbs have made at least 6 inches of top growth. 

SPECIAL FANCY VASES AND BOWLS 
For sfrowins Daffodils in. 

We have had special little fancy vases made for us by 
Messrs. Doulton for growing Daffodils and other spring bulbs 
in our Fertilised Cocoa Fibre Charcoal Mixture. The vases are of elegant shape, of a neutral art drab 
shade, and without drainage holes, thus saving the use of saucers. They will be found most useful for 
growing not only Daffodils in, but also Tulips, Hyacinths, Snowdrops, and Chionodoxas, either for table 
decoration or the greenhouse. During summer they may be used for table decoration planted with 
Pansies and such low-growing hardy flowers, or for standing little pot-plants in. All Daffodils that may 
be grown in pots may also be grown in these fancy bowls, and in the following pages we have indicated 
thus t those kinds that are best for this purpose.

ON CUTTING DAFFODILS FOR DECORATION. 

To obtain very line blooms Daffodils should be cut in a young state, just when the bud is bursting. 
Place in water and allow the flowers to expand in a cool greenhouse or silting room. The blooms opened 
in this way are larger and purer in texture than those which develop out of doors.

BARR’S MINIATURE DAFFODILS FOR THE 

“ROCK GARDEN.” 

The following are charming little subjects for rockwork, where their dainty flowers are seen to 
perfection. They should be left undisturbed for years, and, if happy, will soon establish themselves 
and afford a lovely picture in early spring. All the Corhularias (except Corbuhria monophylla) like 
moisture, and should therefrre be plantetl at the foot of the rockery. Cyclamineus also likes moisture 
and partial shade. Cotbularia monophylta flourishes in a warm dry sheltered situation, and should be 
given a hot sunny nook, planted in almost pure sand; when coming into bloom give water freely. 
Triandrus albtis (^AtigeVs Tears) and Juna'/olius delight in partial shade and a light gritty soil, and 
should be given a well-drained position such as a sloping bank. In the case of these slender dwarf- 
growing Miniature Daffodils, the ground may be carpeted with close-growdng surface rooting plants, 
such os Arenarin caspitosa, Thymus se’pyllum vars., T. lanuginosus, Herniaria glabra, Mossy Saxi/ragas. 
etc. ; these plants provide a natural protection for these little bulbs, besides keeping their dainty blooms 
from being splashed and soiled in rainy weather. We prefer, however, seeing these little gems peeping 
out of grass, and where special banks are made or reserved for them we can supply seed of suitable fine 
dwarf grasses for sowing in September after planting the bulbs; this sowdng will give a fine green carpet 
by the following spring when the Narcissi bloom.

TIME OF FLOWERING, HEIGHT, Etc. 

The relative period of flowering of the different varieties and species out of doors we have denoted 
by means of numbers alter the names, thus ; 

(1) 1 st early, flowering from February to early March. 

(2) 2 nd early, flowering in March. 

(3) Varieties flowering in mid-season, or early in April. 

(4) Late-flowering varieties, from middle to end of April. 

(5) Very late-flowering varieties, opening in May. 

The actual period of bloomirg depends upon the season and district; thus in early districts (i) would 
commence in January and early February, while in colder districts end of February or beginning of March ; 
but the natural rotation would remain the same. 

HEIGHT. — In most cases we give also the heights in inches as recorded at our nurseries this season. 

QUALITY OF FLOWER . — This season we went carefully over our D.iffbdil collection with a view to 
recording the quality of each variety. This we indicated by X, xx, xxx, xxxx, and xxxxx, giving the most 
marks to those we judged to be the finest. The result we have added to this catalogue, trusting it may be 
found a useful record to amateurs.

The Po'eticus Narcissi or "Poet’s Daffodils ” all have snowy white perianth 
segments (petals), flattened cup cinnabar- red or edged cinnabar-red. 

Referring to the great beauty of these Poet’s Daffodils when naturalised, Mr. William Robinson 
writes : “ Four years ago I cleared a little valley of various fences. Through this runs a streamlet, and vre 
grouped the Poet’s Narcissi near it, also in a little orchard that lay near, and through a grove of oaks. 
This year the whole landscape was a picture such as one might see in an Alpine valley.” 

Poeticus divides naturally into early- and /afe-flowering varieties. It is from the early section, 
especially Poeticus ornatus, that Covent Garden is supplied with forced cut flowers of the Poeticus 
from January to March. Early planting is specially recommended for these Poet’s Daffodils.
